]cſt, that contrary to the truſt repoſed in them, the perions above named, Merm- 

bers of the Houſe of Commons, have ioyntly or ſcverally, invaacd, iutringed, or 

cndeavoured to overthrow the rights and libertics of the Subiccts of this Nation; 

in arbitrary, violent, or oppretlive waies ( and this in caſes where no pretence 

was, or could be of the exccgencies of warre,or other neceſſarics which might ju- 

ſitic or excuſe the ſame; ) and they have likewite endeavoured by indirect and 
corrupt practices to delay and obſtruct Juſtice, to the great dammage aud preiudice of divers 
of the poore Commons of England Petitioning tor the ſame. 


That this Army being untill the middleof March laſt,in a quiet and orderly condition 
and poſture. free from any colour or appearance of diltemper or diſcrder, or trom offcnce 
to any; and ready (upon reaſonable ſatisfaction in their neceſſary dues tor iervice pait) ei- 
ther quietly to have diſ-banded, or elſe to have engaged in ſervice of Jreland; the perſons 
above named, have Joyntly,or Severally endeavoured by falſe informations,miſrepreienta- 
tions, or ſcandalous ſuggeſtions Zgainit the Army, to beget miſunderſiaudings, preiudices, 
or icalouſies in the Parliament againſt their Army; and by deluding, iurprizing, or other- 
wiſe abuſing the Parliament, to engage the authority of Parliament in ſuch proceedings, 
as to put intollerable and unſufterable iniuries, abaſes, and provocations upon the Army; 
whereby to provoke, and put the Army into diſtemper; to diſobliege, and diſcourage them 
from any farther ingagement in the Parliaments ſervice : by all which, aud other the like 
practiſes and proceedings of theirs, the peace of this Kingdome hath been emminently in- 


dangered, and the relicte of Jreland retarded. 
ITT: 


That whereas the Parliament might otherwiſe have had out ot the Army an entire force 
(anſwerable to their proportion deligned,) to have gone for Jreland as aforeſaid, under 
their old Officers, and conduct; the perſons above named (tor advancement of their owne 
ends, faction, and deſignes, and to the prejudice of the publique) have ioyntly or feverally, 
under pretence of the ſervice of Jreland, endeavoured by ſuch evill practiſes, as before, to 
breake and pull this Army in pieces, to the weakning of the power, and cndanger; ng the 
ſafety of the Parliament and Kingdome; and have likewile endeavoured, to put the Partia- 
ment to the hazzard, delay, and vatt expence of rayiing a new Forccy as for that ſervice. 


That (with the breaking of this Army as aforeſaid,) they have in like manner endea- 
voured,under pretence of Jreland, to raiſe a new Force (as before) to advance and carry on 
deſfignes of their own in England, to the preiudice of the Parliament and Publique : And in 
purſuance of the ſame, have endeavoured to divert the Forces ingaged as for Jreland, unto 
ſuch their purpoſss as aforeſaid here in England; and have in like manner endeavoured to 
have gained a power from the Parliament, to themſelves, or ſome of them, of diverting 
and miſimploying thoſe forces as atoreſaid,and to raiſe new Forces under pretence to guard 
the Parliament : and (not having obtained that,) have in like manner endeavoured prij- 
vately to lift and ingage officers and Souldiers: or procure them to be lified and engaged. 
withont authority of Parliament; for the rayſing of, and embroyling this Kingdome in a 
new and bloudy V Varre, and to hinder the ſetling and ſecuring the rights, liberties, and 
peace of the Kingdome; aud for the ſheltring, upholding and protecting of themſeles,and 
their accomplices, in their uniuſt, oppreſſive, and factious deiignes and proceedings. 
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That they have ioyntly or ſeverally invited, incouraged, abetted,or countcnanced multi- 


tudes of Reformadoes,and other Officers and ſouldiers, tumultuouſly and violently to ga- 
ther together at VVeſtminſter, to affright and affault the Members of Parliament, in their 


paſſage to and from the Houle; to offer violence to the Houſe it ſelfe; and by ſuch violence 
outrages, and threats, to awe, and enforce the Parliament. 


Theſe ſeverall Heads of charge, the Army will by ſuch Solicitors as they ſhall appoint, ( when the Houſe of 
Commons ſhall admit thereof) make good 1n particulars each Head, againſt ſome of the perſons, and fome 
one Head cr mbre againſt each of the perſons : and ſhall ſhortly give in the ſeverall parciculars againſt eack 
perſon reſpedively, which ſhall be made good by proofes : the Army deliring to fave and referie to them 
ſelves the liberty of adding any further charge againſt all or any of the faid Perions
